DENIES CARRANZA 
IS AMBITIOUS. 


FRIEND DECLARES HE WOULD 
PREFER LIFE OF PRIVATE 
CITIZEN. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT 

LAREDO (Tex.) July 16.—Gen. 
Venustiano Carranza, “first chief’ of 
the Constitutionalist army, has no 
ambition to be President of Mexico, 
according to a statement he made 
yesterday to a friend, a foreigner. 
Advices to this effect reached the bor- 
der today. 

Gen. Carranza, it was‘said, declared 
that when “he was assured that peace 
had been restored to his country and 
a constitutional government instalied 
to carry out the reformer for which 
he fought, he was willing to return 
to his hOme in Cuatro Clenegas, Coa- 
huila, and to the life of a private citi- 


zen. 

Carranza pointed out, it is de- 
clared, had he been ambitious polit- 
ically, or had he consulted only his 
convenience and inclination, he might 
have accepted Huerta as President of 
Mexico and remained as Governor of 
Coahuila, instead of starting a move- 
ment, “the justness of which seemed 
its only “ and with chance 
of success at that time doubtful. 

Carranza, however, gave no indica- 
tion of an intention to relinquish the 
power as executive which would be 
his under the “plan of Guadalupe.” 
This plan, on which the Constitution- 
alist movement was based, provides 
that the “first chief” shall exercise 
executive authority until a President 
is regularly elected.
